(Taxe) mark in a triangle alongside a manuscript “10c” indicating double the deficiency in gold centimes. 
The Calcutta Unpaid arrival mark is 18 February 1938 and there is also a boxed “Foreign Postage Due/ 
_..1,Annas x.Pies” mark with insertions in manuscript. The card was then redirected to London where it 
received a “%4d/ FB” mark and the addition of a %4d postage due stamp of 1937 postmarked 14 March 
1938. It was further redirected to Warton, Carnforth, Lancs, arrived 15 March 1938.

There is a boxed Penang “T/ Centimes” (taxe) mark in a box with a manuscript “34c” alongside to 
indicate double the deficiency in gold centimes and a “More to Pay/ Above ... Ozs" with a manuscript 
"4" inserted. There is also a London “3d/ |.S./ H.” mark. The Forest Row arrival mark of 2 May 1938 is 
on a copy of the 1937 3d postage due stamp.

On the obverse is a Penang “TI Centimes’” (taxe) mark in a box with a manuscript "34" inserted to 
indicate double the deficiency in gold centimes and a “More To Pay/ Above ... Ozs” with a manuscript 
“1” inserted. There is also a London “3d/ |.S./ P” mark. The Ashford arrival mark of 6 May 1938 is on 
copies of the British 1d and 2d postage due stamps of 1937.

Underpaid double weight letter from Kuala Lumpur, Selangor, Malaya to Heilbron, South Africa. Postage 
has been partly paid by a copy of the 8 cents of 1935 postmarked 9 May 1938. The rate was 16 cents 
and the deficiency was 8 cents. 

There is a Penang mark “T/ Centimes” (Taxe) in a box in which is a manuscript “34” indicating double 
the deficiency in gold centimes. There is no sign that postage due was charged at destination.

Underpaid letter partly paid by a copy of the 5 cents of 1939 from Bidor, Perak, Malaya postmarked 
?February? 1939 to Farnham, England. The rate was 8 cents and the deficiency was 3 cents. 
There is a transit Penang "T/ centimes” (taxe) mark in a rectangle with a manuscript “Se” alongside. 
In London a “1d/ |.S./ Q.” mark was applied. The arrival mark of Farnham is on two copies of the 
British 12d postage due stamp of 1938.

Underpaid local rate postcard of 1936 from Kuala Lumpur, Selangor, Malaya to St Petersburg, USA partly 
uprated by a copy of the 2 cents of 1936 postmarked 9 April 1939. The rate was 6 cents and the 
deficiency 2 cents. 

There is also a “KTI” (Taxe) mark. There is a transit New York binocular “New York/ N.Y." “Due 2 cents” 
and a pre-cancelled 2 cents postage due stamp of 1931. The machine arrival mark of Saint Petersburg, 

Florida is 15 May 1939.
